rioter spokesmen said 
they would give up and release the 
guards if Mayor Fay Wheeldon ol 
Sioux Falls would head an im par­ 
tial committee to investigate con­ 
ditions at the prison. Wheeldon in­ 
dicated he would accept the as­ 
signment. 
T h e i n m a t e representatives, 
headed by Lloyd Lindbergh, made 
the investigation their sole “de­ 
m and” but listed several sugges­ 
tions. They made no mention, how­ 
ever, of charges by Fred Nichol, 
Democratic candidate for attorney 
general, about prison conditions.

While they waited for the m eet­ 
ing to get under way, about 25 
prisoners appeared at the gate of 
the cell block and brandished a 
tear gas gun they said was loaded. 
“Do you want this?” one .shout­ 
ed. “ It’s loaded. We just want to 
get out of here.” 
Earlier two prisoners had waved 
a black jack and a razor out a 
window. 
The prisoners surrendered the 
tear gas gun and two tear gas 
capsules to a guard.

Of the six agencies that will par­

These two, the Boy Scouts and 
the Girl Scouts, are both well and 
favorably known for their tremen­ 
dous service and influence on the 
young folks who belong to them. 
Whereas in most of the comun- 
ities included as members of the 
Cotton 
Boll Council of the Girl 
Scouts, 
local campaigns are con­ 
ducted to raise funds for the con­ 
tinuance of 
Girl Scout work in 
Sikeston, the organization is sup­ 
ported directly through the Com­ 
munity Chest and of every dollar 
subscrived by the supporters of 
the Red Feather campaign, a por­ 
tion is ear-marked for 
the Girl 
Scouts of Sikeston — $2,400 for this 
city 
$200 Monthly 
That figures about $200 a month, 
not a very impressive figure when 
the work it accomplices is consid­ 
ered, but sufficient, according to 
the Girl Scout officials. 
There are 23 Girl Scout troops 
in Sikeston with a total of 342 Girl 
Scouts registered as members. 
The growth of the Girl Scouts 
in Sikeston has been impressive 
since it was organized some six 
years ago and interest in the pro­ 
grams of the organization is keen 
with the prospects that the coming 
year will see one of the biggest 
increases in membership the Girl 
Scouts have had. 
This interest is due, largely, to 
the untiring efforts of not only the 
troop leaders and assistant leaders 
but the adult volunteer workers.

Of the 23 troops in Sikeston, 13 
are for Brownies — the girls who 
have reached the second grade in 
school and are at least seven years 
old. TIK* Brownies remain in that 
status until they are IO years old 
or pass the fourth grade at school 
and then they may join the Cir1 
Scouts proper. 
The Girl Scouts are divided into 
two 
groups, 
the 
Intermediates, 
girls from 
IO to 14 years of age. 
and the Seniors, from 15 to 17. 
After a Girl Scout reaches the 
ripe* old age of 18 she is no longer 
eligible to be a Girl Scout but her 
interest in the work and her partic­ 
ipation in it does not have to stop, 
ipation in it does not have to stop. 
At each summer camp the Girl 
Scouts conducts a course in lead­ 
ership, counsellors in training it is 
called—and if the girls pass suc­ 
cessfully they are eligible to take 
on positions as assistant leaders. 
Some Activities 
Activities of the Girl Scouts, both 
Brownie and regular troops include 
the annual cookie sale and, in No­ 
vember, they begin w’ork on their 
annual Festival of Giving. During 
November and right up to Christi 
mas the Girl Scouts make toys and 
other gifts which they turn over to 
the churches and civic organiza 
tions to be included in the Christ­ 
mas baskets distributed to the un­ 
derprivileged. 
As a matter of course the Girl 
Scouts participate in the various 
civic campaigns—Fire Prevention 
Week, Clean Up and Paint Up 
and. in fact, stand ready to help 
in just about any and every civic 
project inaugurated. 
To supervise and promote this 
vast program of activities that in­ 
cludes not only Sikeston but also all 
the ISR Troops in the Cotton Boll 
Council and their 2,100 Girl Scout 
members, there is a central Girl 
Scout office in Sikeston with Miss 
Ilena Aslin, director, in charge 
and she is assisted by Miss Edith 
Reaves, field director and a full 
time secretary, Mrs. Sue Taylor.

Endorse Accords 
For West German 
Rearmament Plan 


PARIS IM—The French National 
Assembly today gave Premier Pi­ 
erre Mendes-France a resounding 
vote of confidence, endorsing the 
London accords for West German 
re-armament. 
Unofficial reports gave the Pre­ 
mier 365 votes. An absolute ma­ 
jority is 314. 
Strong Backing 
Members of the Premier’s own 
Radical-Socialist Moderato party, 
various center and right of center 
groups, followers of Gen. Charles 
de Gaulle and most of the French 
Socialists made up the majority 
backing Mendss-France. 
Deputies of the Popular Repub­ 
lican Movement, a Catholic party 
slightly left of center, announced 
they would abstain. This attitude 
had been expected because the M 
RP. the party of Georges Bidault 
and Robert Schuman, believes the 
London agreement does not go far 
enough toward the political unifi­ 
cation of Europee. Mendes-France 
had not couunted on Its support. 
The Socialist votes, added to 
those of the Premier’s own Radical 
Socialist moderate party and oth­ 
er center factions, are expected to 
push Mendes-France’s total well 
above the 314 required for a ma­ 
jority in the 627-seat Assembly. 
Virtually all Socialist deputies 
are expected to obey their coun­ 
cil’s order, although nearly half of 
them disregarded a similar dictate 
by opposing the .efunct European 
Defense Communist Treaty. The 
executive’s resolution said Mendes- 
France had promised to seek So­ 
cialist-desired safeguards against 
a rebirth of German militarism. 
There have been increasing signs 
of a move to bring the Socialists 
into Mendes-France's coalition gov 
ernment. The P r e m i e r has ex­ 
pressed thc desire for the party’s 
support and had m ao * effrrts to 
meet its portion on both interna­ 
tional and domestic affairs.
